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Building Priorities 


The system of priorities for ten es- 
sential building materials which will be 
instituted by the United States on January 
15 should provide interesting study for 
Canadian housing authorities who are still 
struggling with the bottlenecks and short- 
ages of material which continue to hold up 
construction in this country. 

The chief problem with regard to hous- 
in the United States, which next to 
subsidized building funds is also the chief 
problem in Canada, is to find means of 
co-ordinating the supply of materials avail- 
able. Materials which are plentiful in one 
state may be scarce elsewhere. And this 
is exactly the way it is in Canada. 

To obviate this difficulty, federal au- 
thorities in each state will issue priority 
certificates to returned men or to builders 
representing them to enable them to get 
specific percentages of the ten materials 
usually in short supply. 

+ Under the American plan, this assist- 
ance is confined to builders of homes cost- 
ing less than $10,000. Most of the 400,000 
houses planned under this scheme will cost 
less than half this amount. 

In this country, the first job would be to 
bring some co-ordination into the efforts of 
various federal housing agencies which 
have been competing against each other for 
priorities in materials to the detriment of 
construction everywhere. 

Some such system of priorities in Can- 
ada, plus the availability of government 
money to construct modern homes to rent 
at from $18 to $25 a month, would go a long 
way towards solving the disastrous housing 
problem in Canada.

One Problem for 1946 


Toronto police are holding four teen- 
age boys whom they accuse of having mur- 
dered a storekeeper; and three more, of 
whom two are charged with armed rob- 
bery and the third with carrying an of- 
fensive weapon, 

Toronto is one of the older and larger 
cities in Canada, one where law-enforce- 
ment has been good, and where the senti- 
ment of the community has never been 
tolerant of crime. There as elsewhere the 
crime “wave” has appeared, with boys 
conspicuous among the most serious of- 
fenders. 

The “wave” is in fact nation-wide. It 
is a challenge to officers whose business is 
to catch and punish law-breakers; but not 
less a challenge to parents, schools, 
churches, community organizations, and to 
the public generally. The epidemic has to 
be stopped. To stop it will require the 
moral influence of private citizens, as well 
as vigilance on the part of policemen and 
firmness on the part of the courts. 

Without such correlated action the 
trend toward criminality will spread; it al- 
ways does when neglected. If life and 
property are to be as safe in Canada in the 
future as they have been in the past, there 
will have to be a revival of respect for law 
—and also a revival of that inherent re- 
gard for the rights of others that has been 
one of the fine characteristics of Canadian 
youth. is 


Both Stand to Gain 


Negotiations are starting at London 
through which it is hoped to arrange five- 
. year contracts for the supply of Canadian 
bacon, eggs, cheese and wheat to Britain. 
If successful this will give Canadian 
farmers the advantages of an assured mar- 
ket oversea for very considerable amounts 
of these products. That can be assumed 
because the bargaining would not be worth 
while if it were not foreseen that Britain's 
import requirements will be large. 

Two years was the longest term cover- 
ed by such a contract if wartime. Evident- 
ly it is thought that five years will be 
needed to get British agriculture and in- 
dustry functioning on such a scale that 
these foods can be traded for in the usual 
way in the markets of the world. Other- 
wise the British authorities would not 
want to tie themselves up by placing ad- 
vance orders for large quantities of such 
products in one country. 

These negotiations are possible because 
Canada is able and willing to sell on time. 
Britain at present has neither cash nor 
goods to give in exchange. The advan- 
tages of the plan are therefore not all on 
one side. Canada stands to gain by the as- 
surance of a market; but Britain stands to 
gain by not having to worry about paying 
for food imports while all its resources are 
needed for the re-establishment of its pro- 
ductive industry. 

A mutually satisfactory outcome of the 
bargaining would thus seem to be likely. 


Trying to Restore Order 


France cut down the exchange value of 
the franc, at the same time it ratified the 
Eretton Woods plan and completed an 
agreement for a $550 millions loan in the 
United States. 

The loan wili be received in the form of 
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goods, not money. As the goods are sold in 
France they will be paid for in francs worth 
approximately four-fifths of a cent each. 
The former rate was 2 cents each, When 
the loan is repaid this will cost French 
taxpayers 119 francs to the dollar, instead 
of only 50. This suggests that the loan 
could not be obtained on the basis of repay- 
ment at the 2-cent franc scale. 

Devaluation of the franc, coupled with 
the loan of credit for imports, looks like a 
move to sop up some of the flood of cur- 
rency that has been one of the difficulties 
of the De Gaulle government. As French 
consumers buy the imported goods they 
will surrender nearly two and a half times 
as many francs as they would have to do 
under the former rating. The ultimate 
effect will be to increase the purchasing 
power of the currency unit as the number 
in general circulation goes down. 

The Bretton Woods agreement ratified, 
the new rate is that at which the franc 
will pass in international trade. French 
trade abroad was ruined by the war. That 
export could be rebuilt on the basis of the 
franc being accepted as worth two cents 
was apparently hopeless. The slash in its 
rated buying power abroad will help to 
revive export, and France, like other coun- 
tries, must export heavily to speed recov- 
ery, 

This drastic downward revaluation of 
the franc is another instalment of the pen- 
alty France must pay because its internai 
affairs were dislocated and its foreign com- 
merce destroyed in the calculated ruin 
thrust upon it by pee Nazis. 


In the Canadian military court at 
Aurich, Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer has been 
sentenced to death for the murder of Can- 
adian prisoners of war, The sentence is 
subject to confirmation by the Canadian 
commander in the European area. What- 
ever the ultimate outcome, Meyer has had 
a fair trial, in accord with the traditions of 
Canadian justice. He was defended by 
counsel of his own choosing and called 
Such witnesses as he desired. 


Hon. Douglas Abbott was not giving 
out news when he said the opportunities 
for employment will be fewer if the Dom- 
inion and the provinces have to compete in 
finding ways to levy taxes, But this is 
something that will stand repeating, and 
which the federal and provincial repre- 
sentatives should keep in mind when they 
go into conference again. A multiplicity of 
taxes discourages enterprise. The fewer 
the levies, the less difficult it will be to 
carry on business. Taxation must in any 
case be heavier in future than it was in 
pre-war times. That is an added reason 
why the provinces and the Dominion 
should not vie with each other in devising 
methods of attack on the pocket of the 
taxpayer.

He charged that such stories were 
by-products of an organized Jewish 
plan to force the United Nations to 
take some action giving the Jews a 
permanent home. 

Trainloads of Jews were arriving 
in Berlin Alshost daily from Po- 
land, Morgan said, He added that 
the pockets of most of the Jews 
were well lined with money, and 
they were well fed and well cloth- 
ed. Their stories of persecution of 


| Jews in Poland, he said, were not- 


able for their similarity. 
MORGAN’S REPRESENTATIiV- 
ES have been unable to find any 
concrete example of pogroms in- 
side Poland, he said. The stories 
invariably were that the actrocities 
“occurred in the next town,” Mor- 


| gan said.

THE ORDER applied to «ll com- 
mandos, whether they were dropved 
on German-held territory in Europe 
and Africa by parachute, or whether 
they were landed by ship or air- 
plane. 

“From now on all enemies on so- 
called commando missions in Eu- 
rope or Africa challenged by Ger- 
man troops, even if they are to all 
appearance uniformed soldiers, or 
demolition troops armed or unarm- 


ed in battle or in flight are to be 
slaughtered to the last man,” the 
order read, 

Hitler's order was issued a few 
weeks after the British and Cana- 
dian commando raid on Dieppe. It 
was dated shortly before the Anglo- 
American invasion of North Africa. 

The order was aimed in part at 
wiping out Allied agents and sabo- 
teurs who were harassing the Ger- 
man rear areas. 

“Even if when found they appear 
prepared to surrender no quarter is 
to be granted on that principle,” the 
order said. 

The German troops who captured 
Allied commandos either should do 
the executions themselves, or turn 
the prisoners over to the S.D., or 
security police, for execution, the 
order read.
